In .on effort lo belter serve the 
Districl, the community college 
is developing a program to fill 
the unique needs of local business 
and Industry while preparing a 
number of its students for useful 
occupations. This area of study, 
known as the Careers Program, 
will provide a variety of courses 
when classes begin Scptcmhcr 11 
at the College of Lake County. 

To determine the ureas of 
greatest priority, the Board of 
the Junior College called on 135 
local' citizens Ugse/yc' on i nore 
than 15 Lay Advisory Commit- 
tees. These committees, working 
with local business, awl industrial 
loaders, ascertained the fields in 
■which there was greatest interest 
on the part of students and the 
most pressing need for job place- 
ment 

According r lo Janics Scilz, As- 
sistant Dean for Career Pro- 
grams, .at CLC, the course of 
study for various careers will be 
of different lengths of time, de- 
pending on the complexity of the 
training. For example there 
will be a one-year course to pre- 
pare education para-profcssionals, 
OE-, teacher .aides; and there will 



be a one-year course (o train ar 
a. computer operator.

will cover a two-year period. A 
portion of this time may well be 
spent in .actual on-the-job experi- 
ence.

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Congressman Jackson Belts of 
Ohio has been joined by more 
than 100 Members of the Douse 
of- Representatives in presenting 
1I.R. :i770, a measure which 
would limit mandatory questions 
lo such subjects as address, age, 
sex and number of persons in the 
home at Ihe time of the census. 
False answers or refusal to an- 
swer such -vital questions would 
invoke the severe penalties oi the 
law. However, questions on the 
great- variety of other subjects 
would be answered on a volun- 
tary basis without Ihe threat of 
criminal prosecution. 

Marketing research firms 
which make use of the Census 
Bureau's statistical information 
arc opposing the Belts bill, They 
argue that only Wo of the popu- 
lation would refuse, to respond to 
I he lengthy questionnaire if the 
requirement to respond is purely 
voluntarily. They argue further 
that the validity of the statistics 
thereby will be greatly diminish 
ed. They contend that, as u prac 
ticnl matter, the criminal penal- 
tics arc not applied, and that only 
two persons were fined in con- 
nection with the lotio census, and 
no one was jailed. 

While these arguments arc per- 
suasive, they do Jiitie to justify 
the census laker's individual's 
right of, privacy. Even assur- 
ances that the census informa- 
tion will be kept confidential arc 
not too convincing when it Is 
realized that leaks of confidential 
information from other govern- 
mental agencies have occurred In 
the past. 

Congressman Belts calls atten- 
tion- to the.-obviqus" resistance 
among certain^urban groups to 
this kind of governmental inquiry. 
He and others regard such long, 
prying questionnaires as public 
harassment. Congressman Belts 
poses the following question: 

"Isn't the prime purpose of the 
census r'to moke as complete a 
head, count as possible, notwith- 
standing the desirability of count- 
ing toilets, bedrooms, TV sets' and 
household equipment?" •■ 

A bill similar to that of Con- 
gressman Belts' (limiting the 
mandatory provisions of - the 
questionnaire to subjects relating 
to an actual bead count) passed

For Map 
Department 

One of the lesser known,_but 
highly important,, offices hi coun- 
ty government is the department 
of maps. In Lake County the 
department is headed by G. M. 
Dixon, 

Functions of the map depart- 
ment include: recording divisions 
of properly: preparing copies of 
land divisions Jar distribution (o 
other departments concerned with 
(he assessment and collection of 
property taxes: preparing assess- 
ment maps: processing name 
changes of properly owners; pre- 
paring maps for townships and 
the county. 

During the past • year Lake 
County had over 2,700 divisions of 
real properly. This means a 
parcel divided into two or -more 
parts. Ninety-three new subdivi- 
sions were recorded, represent- 
ing. 1,700 lots: 1,800 property as- 
-sessmenls-mopsAverc-^cyised due 
lb changes In property boundar- 
ies; 21,000 copies of revised as- 
sessment maps were printed and 
distributed to various assessing 
authorities; 0,402 name changes 
or properly . owners were . pro- 
cessed. 

Another project of (he map de- 
partment is development of a 
permanent numbering' system for 
(be identification of real property. 
Eventually, if installed, this 
would eliminate legal descrip- 
tions on lax rolls, resulting In a 
further saving to the county. 

Dixon described the project in 
a~letter-lo~the-chairman_oLtho 
American Congress on Surveying 
and Mapping.- This organization, 
headquartered In Washington, is 
working on a uniform series of 
maps encompassing the entire 
United Slates.

In many communities, public 
and private social agencies arc 
providing the answer to this prob- 
lem (and dozens of similar ones) 
by employing HOMEMAKERS— 
women who go Into homes on "a 
temporary basis and substitute 
for the' mother when she is ill, 
incapacitated or absent. 

One agency which is moving 
swiftly to develop adequate home 
maker services for families in 
Lake County is the Illinois De- 
partment of Children and Family 
Services, which bus its district 
office ut 4 South Genesee Street 
hi Waukegori. 

According to Barbara Rigsby, 
homemaker services supervisor 
of the Department's Waukcgan 
district, the service will be. ex- 
panded as rapidly as more quail* 
fled homemakers can be recruit- 
ed and trained. She invited. ap- 
plications from mature, friendly 
women of good moral character 
who knows how to care for chil- 
dren and keep house. Homemak- 
ers cam $2.00 an hour, and the 
Department will pay the home- 
maker her regular hourly wage 
during the (raining period. 

Any person interested in an in- 
terview to become a homemaker 
should contact Barbara Rigsby 
at the Waukegan office. .^ 
. Mrs, Rigsby says some of the 
best homemakers ore mothers 
with grown children who want to 
add to their Incomes by doing 
things ~,they'~know -best; ""After 
tro inlng, . the homemaker ; is usual- 
ly limited to an 8 or 9 hour day 
except in unusual cases. Home- 
makers may do any task in the 
home which normally would bo 
done by the mother . This may 
include purchase of food, planning 
and preparing meals, caring for 
the youngsters, and performing 
routine household tasks, light 
laundry and ironing, > 

The service Is offered to fam- 
ilies of all races and religions 
provided the children are under 
18 years of age. A social worker 



supervises the homemaker place- 
mccnt and in some Instances may 
provide' casework services lo the 
family. 

The Department pays the 
homemakcr's salary, If the fam- 
ily is financially-, able, they arc 
asked to shore the cost. Normal- 
ly, homemaker service is con- 
sidered only for families who can 
use the service for 90 days or less, 
but this period con bo extended 
If necessary. 

Mrs. Rigsby says homemaker 
service is mast In demand when 
the mother becomes physically 
or-menially^lllror-when-she-doer 
or deserts (he family and it will 
take some time for Ihe father to 
make other plans for the chil- 
dren. The service Is sometimes 
needed when the father is laken 
ill and requires so much help and 
attention from his wife that she 
cannot look after the house and 
Ihe children. Occasionally a 
foster mother must be temporar- 
ily away from the home; instead 
of the agency re-placing the chil- 
dren, a homemaker steps in to 
(ake over for a while. 

According to Mrs, Rigsby, the 
Department of Children and 
Family Services operates on the 
philosophy that the best place Tor 
a child Is with his own family in 
bis own home. Homemaker ser- 
vices arc being expanded In Lake 
County by the Department to en- 
able families faced with an emer- 
gency to stay together.

chase of plates and decreased 
administrative operating expense 
in the Secretary of State's office 
will benefit the road fund by 
about $10 million over a two-year 
period, Powell sold. 

As examples of reduced admin- 
istrative costs, Secretary Powell 
said that In the second year of 
the registration period, there 
\vlll~be-no-cQst-for postage, no 
cost for additional personnel and 
no cost for printing applications. 
In addition, he said, the stoic 
can collect interest for an entire 
year on the portion of '. the fees 
representing the second year of 
(he period. . 

"Because of the current fiscal 
crisis racing the State of Illinois, 
it is incumbent upon those of us 
in government to devise bold, new 
progrannrlo save-money for-the 
Slate without additional burdens 
lo the already overburdened tax- 
payer," Powell said.

"We have never simply turned 
these ideas down cold, but have 
continued to study the problem, 
checking throughout Ihe country 
wlilh other stales who have used 
the .multi-plalc system to find 
out the good as well as the bad 
in these systems,' ' Secretary 
Powell said, 

_HWe_bcIieve_our_proposal_cn5- 
ublcs us to grasp the advantages 
of (he multi-plalc syslem without 
encountering the many disad- 
vantages of post plans which 
greatly exceeded Ihe advan- 
tages," he sold. 

Secretary Powell sold the two- 
year plate system was given a 
trial run for stoic-owned vehicles 
for the 1009-70 period and has 
proved satisfactory.

To service ils customers better 
Edison Invested nearly $12 mil- 
lion to improve and expand elec- 
tric facilities in northern division, 

A major part of the 1968 con- 
struction progrom was the in- 
stallation of 13 huge transform- 
ers at community switching cen- 
ters. The combined capacity of 
these transformers is equivalent 
lo Ihe power required by a city 
of almost' 300,000 persons. The 
transformers ore now in service 



at power centers serving over a 
dozen communities. Among (hem 
are Arlington Heights, Des Plain- 
Cs, Elk Grove Vlljagc, Evanstou, 
Glenvlew, Palatine, Park Ridge, 
Sehaumburg and Wheeling.

The sedentary group was found 
to experience an increase in the 
time the heart took td contract 
and eject blood. The active car- 
diac patients recorded measure- 
ments that were directly oppo- 
site; the left ventricular ejection 
time decreased.
